Influence Man Testifies

WASHINGTON, April 13— 
Henry W. (The Dutchman) Grune- 
wald, Washington fixer and influ- 
ence man, told a House commit- 
tee today he visited former In- 
ternal Revenue Commissioner 
George J. Schoeneman 45 times 
when-Schoeneman was still in of- 
fice, but never discussed a tax 
case with him. 
‘ Appearing before a subcom- 
mittee of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, Grunewald 
said he had met Schoeneman 
“casually” in Florida and renewed 
the acquaintance in Washington. 

“We were just good friends,” 
he said. “We went to the race- 


tracks together and things. I re- 
member one day I phoned him 
when he vas at the White House, 
but it was on a purely personal 
matter and I don’t remember 
what it was.” 

Bolich’s Name in Testimony. 

Grunewald, a nervous and per- 
spiring witness who spoke in so 

muffled a voice that at times he 
could not be heard at all, also 
testified under questioning by 
committee counsel John Tobin: 
That when Daniel A. Bolich 
was special internal revenue 
agent in charge of the New 
York office, Grunewald asked 
him for tickets for a New York 
show at the request of Senator 
Styles Bridges’s secretary; 
That Bolich, who subsequent- 
ly was indicted in the income 
tax scandals, stayed for about 
a year in Grunewald’s suite at 
the Washington Hotel in the 
capital; 
That he, Grunewald, had re- 
ported an income of $26,000 in 
1944 for “brokerage commis- 
sions” which in realtiy, he said, 
were from racetrack winnings; . 
That in 1944 he also earned 
$2500 for investigative work for 
the General Cable Corp., and 
was employed in,this connection 
by a “Mr. Corcoran.” 
That he was hired for an in- 
vestigation job by John L. 
Lewis at a time when Lewis 
and the United Mine Workers 
faced contempt 
United States Distret Court. 
Grunewald refused to answer 
when asked if his investigation 
was directed at Judge T. Alan 
Goldsborough, who later fined 
Lewis and the UMW. 
Denies D Tax Case. 
Grunewald touched also on an 
incident in which Bridges, he 
said, had remarked: “You know 
George Schoeneman very well, 
and I’m going to give him a call 
in the near future.” Asked if 
this related to the case of a Balti- 
more liquor dealer named Hyman 
Harvey Klein, for whom Bridges 
interceded in a tax case, Grune- 
wald indicated it was, but said he 
personally had never discussed 
that tax case with Schoeneman or 
“any other tax case.” 

He did say that he had received 
a check from Schoeneman which 
he said represented payment for 
a lot sold the then commissioner 
in Chevy Chase, Md., Schoeneman 
later built a house on the grounds. 

He denied that he had paid a 

part of the cost of constructing 
the Schoeneman home. 


Grunewald had testified private- 
ly before the subcommittee, 
headed by Representative Robert 
W. Kean (Rep.), New Jersey, and 
the current public sessions have 
been heralded as “singing” hear- 
ings, with the mysterious Grune- 
wald expected to tell much about 
influence in high places. 

His attorney, William H. Col- 
lins, frequently objected, however, 
that lines of inquiry were not per-

There 
they were turned over in groups 
of 25 to an imaginary Red re- 
ceiving team.

‘There they went through a six- 
step processing procedure which 
included decontamination dusting 
with DDT, medical diagnosis and 
identification, and were given 
coffee, soup and cigarettes. 

The group then passed through 
the Forty-fifth Mobile Army Sur- 
gical Hospital for their initial 
medical treatments. From this 
point, the actual exchanged pris- 
oners will travel by air or rail 
to Seoul. The non-Koreans *will 
be flown from there to Japan. 

First to Talk with Returnees. 

Seven medical corpsmen of the 
Korean Communications Zone 
Provisional Headquarters will be 
the first United States Army 
troops to talk with the disabled 
prisoners returned by the Com- 
munists. 

As soon as the men are signed 
for by the U.N. receiving official 
they will be turned over to the 
medical corpsmen at the aid sta- 
tion located in the Panmunjom 
circle. 

These men will give the re- 
turned captives their first medi- 
cal check and single out any 
emergency cases that require im- 
mediate evacuation by helicopter.

1000 RATTLESNAKES

The hunt, which starts the 
rattlesnake “season” in Oklahoma, 
will be followed next week by the 
famous annual Okeene rattler 
roundup, considered the daddy of 
them ail. 

The hunters stalk the dens with 
their little forked sticks—snake- 
bite serum and suction cups are 
standard equipment with every 
group—and catch the reptiles near 
the head, pinning them. The 
snakes are not injured, because 
hunt officials will pay only for 
the live variety—50 cents a pound.

WASHINGTON, April 13—The 
Government is closing its syn- 
thetic fuel plant at Louisiana, Mo., 
Secretary of the Interior Douglas 
McKay announced today. 

McKay said the plant, 80 miles 
north of St. Louis, “has produced 
its maximum” in studying produc- 
tion of gasoline from coal, and 
the Government will save $10,000 
a day by closing it and conducting 
further tests in Bureau of Mines 
laboratories. 

Five private companies are in- 
terested in buying the pilot plant, 
and McKay “will do all he can to 
get it into private § industry 
through negotiation,” an Interior 
Department spokesman stated. 

The process of closing the 
Louisiana plant has been started, 
but will take some time to com- 
plete. Five hundred persons have 
been employed there. The Gov- 
ernment has spent $75,000,000 of 
the $87,000,000 authorized for 
synthetic fuel test since 1949. 

To lay the groundwork for an 
American synthetic fuel industry, 
equipment ‘seized in Germany 
during World War II was trans- 
ported to Louisiana and set up 
there with refinements and im- 
provements, The pilot plant con- 
sisted of two units—one produc- 
ing oil by forcing hydrogen into 
coal under great heat and pres- 
sure, and the other turning coal 
into gas before converting it into 
liquid fuel. 

The “know-how” developed at 
Louisiana led Wall Street banking 
interests to organize the Colchem 
Corp. and draw up plans for a 
plant to produce chemicals and 
gasoline from coal. Colchem took 
options on approximately 38,000 
acres of coal-producing land near 
Chester, Ill, 60 miles south of 
St. Louis, but as yet has built no 
plant.

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National Council of Catholic Men 
Sharply Criticizes McCarran Act 


Convention Assails It as Discriminatory and 
Urges More Refugees and D.P.s 
Be Admitted to U.S. 


Sharp criticism of the McCar- 
ran-Waltcr immigration act as 
“discriminatory against peoples 
of southern and eastern Europe” 
was expressed in a _ resolution 
adopted yesterday by the Nation- 
al Council of Catholic Men at the 
close of its three-day convention 
here. 

The resolution, adopted at a 
meeting at St. Louis Cathedral 
School auditorium, urged new 
legislation providing for admis- 
sion to the United States of addi- 
tional refugees, expellees and dis- 

laced persons on a non-quota 

sis. It asked that steps be 
taken to resettle populations in 
“less developed but potentially- 
rich areas of the world.” 

The group of about 300 clergy 
and lay leaders also adopted res- 
olutions indorsing congressional 
investigation of the distribution 
of obscene and immoral books 
and magazines, and asking that 
the United States demand that 
the United Nations condemn “the 
policy and practice of Communist 
tyrants of exterminating religion

SKULLS AT JERICHO 


JERICHO, April 12 (AP)— 
Seven ornamented skulls that 
were apparently used as monu- 
ments to dead kings 7000 years 
ago have been unearthed in an- 
cient Jericho by a team of Amer- 
ican and British archaeologists. 

The finding of the sculptured 
heads throws further light on 
Biblical Jericho, whose walls 


came tumbling down to the tune 
of Joshua’s trumpets in 1451 B.C. 
‘ The amazingly lifelike heads, 
with non-Semitic features and 
straight noses and prim mouths, 
have been called “the most im- 
portant scientific archaeological 
discovery in modern times” by 
Miss Kathleen M. Kenyon, direc- 
tor of the British School of Ar- 
chaeology. 

The scientists said the skulls— 
whose eyes are ihlaid with shells, 
with eyelashes and eyebrows 
painted on—were made in the 
neolithic period by inhabitants of 
Jericho who used flint instru- 
ments and limestone bowls. 


The members of the expedition 
believe the heads were possibly 
those .f kings or men in high 
places who ruled over the ancient 
city. They noted the bases of the 
skulls had concave plaster sur- 
faces, indicating the skulls once 
stood on pedestals. Because no 
trace of other human bones was 
found near the skulls, the scien- 
tists held to the theory that the 
sculptures were monuments to 
dead personalities.

FORTRESS IN FALE 
OF RED THREAT 


40,000 Rebel Troops 
Poised to Attack in 
New Phase of Indo- 
china War. 


HANOI, Indochina, April 13 
(UP)—French Union forces today 
evacuated the strategic but iso- 
lated fortress of Sam Neua in 
northern Laos state in the face of 
a threatened Communist invasion. 

The French high command an- 
nounced the abandonment of the 


ports 
revealed 40,000 rebel Vietminh 
troops were drawn up in positions 
ready to attack Sam Neuva. 

The fortress town is 23 
inside Laos and 110 miles south- 
west of Hanoi. 

If the attack comes, it was pre- 
dicted here, Laos will appeal to 
the United Nations for aid. 

The Communist Vietminh radio 
started broadcasting to the peo- 
ple of Laos and Cambodia, = 
the south, urging them to help the 
rebels fight for “independence.” | 

Laos has been largely spared | 
in the fighting which has torn 
Indochina since World War II. 

The Laos army numbers only 
15,000 men, but a general mobili- 
zation order was issued last week 
because of the rebel threat. 

If the Vietminh offensive ma- | 
terializes, it is believed here that | 
the Viet Nam fortress of Nasan 
will come under attack. 
Nasan is 117 miles west of Hanoi.

“Here we discerned a sinister 
renewal of a doctrine evoking the 
most tragic associations of the 
second world war, a doctrine 
which is irreconcilable with the 
cause of peace and friendship 
amongst nations.” 

Hitler Era Reviewed. 

Mrs. Myerson reviewed the 
Hitlerian era involving the “mur- 
der of 6,000,000 Jews” and added: 

“It was natural, therefore, that 
the revival of anti-Jewish incite- 
ment as an instrument of policy 
in the hands of east European 
governments should have _ re- 
minded the U.N. of something 
very close to its most intimate 
memory and responsibility. . 

“The libel of the ‘world Jewish 
conspiracy’ sponsored or tolerated 
by governments, has never re- 
mained confined to hostile words, 
but. has invariably degenerated 
into deadly act which have 
brought untold sufferings upon 
the Jewish people.” 

The Polish proposal also was’ 
condemned by Holland’s Daniel 
J. Von Balluseck, who said jt con- 
tained “nothing but empty and 
obsolete words devoid of any 
practical significance.”

majorities. On paper these are 
only 16 but they run into the 
thirties on actual roll calls. He 
cautioned, however, that national 
elections would bring most of 
the Labor factions together, as 
in the past, 

The main reason for organized 
labor’s political pessimism has 
been the disillusionment over the 
benefits to the low income groups 
that had been promised by na- 
tionalizing basic industries. The 
results apparently have disap- 
pointed union leaders and the 
rank and file.

Conflict of Interests. 


With their governmental re- 
sponsibilities the union leaders 
cotild not go back to their tradi- 
tional work of improving the 
wages and working conditions- of 
their members. They put country 
before their special interests. Par- 
liament, under Labor control, en- 
acted a great deal of advanced 
social legislation for the benefit 
of the working classes and social- 
ized the coal mines, the communi- 
cation services, the electric and 
gas supply, the air corporations, 
the Bank of England, the iron and 
steel] industry and transport. All 
of this and more had been called 
for by the Fabians and others 
who had worked for decades to- 
ward gradual socialism. 

But gradual socialism did not 
bring Utopia. Workers found 
there was virtually no difference 
in their bosses; wages did not in- 
crease as much as they had ex- 
pected or with the cost of living. 
The Labor leaders could not make 
their historic fights against em- 


Pployers because the government 


was the employer. Signs saying, 
“This mine belongs to you,” did 
not increase the coal output. 
There were few incentives for in- 
creased productivity. High taxes, 
partly the result of the social 
services, discouraged both labor 
and management. 

Today the intellectuals and the 
Labor politicians, as distinct from 
the trade unions, which supply 
the bulk of Labor voters, want to 
go further with nationalization of 
industries and to increase the 
social benefits—and social taxes. 


Unions Have Their Doubts. 


The Trades Union Congress, 
which represents most all the or- 
ganized labor voters, is not so 
sure about this. The union lead- 
ers are more than doubtful about 
advanced theories for the nation- 
alization of rented lands, of the 
chemical industry and the insur- 
ance companies and banks. Some 
are said to be passive about the 
Conservatives’ program to de-na- 
tionalize the stee] industry and 
transport, and are quoted anony- 
mously as saying that they are 
willing to give the Tories a fair 
try at letting private companies 
get back into these businesses— 
with extensive governmental con- 
trols to prevent the old abuses of 
free enterprise.

Foreign Minister Eden {s still 
regarded as the heir apparent 
should Churchill step down in 
the Conservative party. There 
have been rumors that Churchill 
would voluntarily resign after 
Queen Elizabeth II’s coronation 
but those who claim to know him 
or his history insist that he will 
stay on until he is forced out. 

Because Eden has concentrated 
on foreign affairs all of his life, 
many influential Britishers think 
the next Tory Prime Minister 
should be Butler, rather than 
Eden. Some of these hedge, how- 
ever, by observing that an heir 
apparent is rarely rejected in 
British politics. Eden has been 
understudying Churchill for 
years, 

Churchill’s Popularity. 

Churchill has a great popular 
following among the low income 
groups even though many of them 
vote Labor under the direction 
of their shop stewards. His great 
leadership during the war is still 
remembered. In addition, many 
people are impressed by his pic- 
turesque showmanship and the 
way he seems to personify Brit- 
ain. And he still reaches great 
oratorical heights, as in his re- 
cent radio address to the nation 
after the death of Dowager Queen 


ary. 

Butler will have his high 
chance in his presentation of gov- 
ernment budget for the current 
fiscal year: The past year ending 
April 1 revealed a moderate defi- 
cit in place of the surplus he had 
predicted a year ago and, under 
the British system, he must pre- 
sent a new set of figures which 
are expected a balance a year 
from now. 

This is a formidable job for a 
variety of reasons. First, his Tory 
supporters had hoped—not too 
optimistically—for a tax cut, 
which they said was necessary as 
an incentive for management. 
Second, the Tory government, 
with its small majority, dare not 
cut the social services like the 
national health program, which 
is called “socialized medicine” 
in the United States. Third,. he 
has. the even more complicated 
problem of trying to get a sur- 
plus for the United Kingdom’s 
international trade account, which 
is needed to increase the coun- 
try “all too low” gold and dollar 
reserves. 

On the third point, described in 
a previous article, depends how 
much the British working man has 
to eat—and smoke—and how 
much management can produce 
from the imported raw materials. 


Threats by Labor. 


Organized labor is already 
threatening that if Butler gives 
tax relief to corporations and 
income relief to the higher brack- 
ets, it will demand the wage in- 
creases denied them when the 
Labor government was in office. 
This would further increase pro- 
duction costs unless the wage 
boosts were tied in with increased 
man-hour productivity. 

. As a mathematical proposition, 
it cannot be denied that the social 
services and benefits add to the 
cost of the goods Britain con- 
sumes and exports. As a matter 
of history, it cannot be denied 
that the great mass of Britishers 
are living better today—and in 
greater immediate security—than 
before the war. There is virtu- 
ally full employment, but both 
productivity and real wages went 
down slightly last year, whereas 
they increased in the United

As McCarthy bounced into his 
office, reporters started firing 
questions about the luncheon. 

“Girls,” he said to his staff 
in a loud voice for all to hear, 
“I’m going into my room. If you 
hear any news about Stassen 
jumping out of a tall building, 
let me know at once.” 

“What did you and Secretary 
Dulles have for lunch?” queried 
a reporter. 

“It was very pleasant,” replied 
Joe. “Stassen-meat.” 

Note—Stassen was the man 
McCarthy boomed for President 
in 1948, worked for him diligent- 
ly at the G.O.P, convention in 
Philadelphia. 


NIXON TO RESCUE — Young 
Vice President Nixon was the boy 
who privately kept his fingers in 
the political dike last week and 
stopped the growling flood of 
Eisenhower resentment against 
McCarthy. 

In fact, it was Nixon who threw 
the Administration completely 
into reverse and managed to cut 
the ground out from under 
Stassen. 

It was also Nixoh who, well 
before the Greek-shipping inci- 
dent, had sold Ike on the idea of 
getting along with the McCar- 
thys, the Jenners and the Veldes. 
This was early in the Eisenhower 
Administration. But as McCarthy 
began to pop off his pyrotechnics, 
and staged his bitter battle 
against Ambassador Bohlen, White 
House advisers began to wonder 
whether Nixon was right.

He had just lunched with John Foster Dulles where the Secre- 
tary of State stroked the Wisconsin Senator’s fur back into place 
after Mutual Security boss Harold Stassen had ruffled it by con- 
demning McCarthy’s private agreement with Greek shipowners. 


took upon himself the job of ne- 
gotiating agreements with foreign 
shipowners, the President was 
reported by friends to have hit 
the ceiling. That was why his 
mutual security administrator 
tangled with McCarthy publicly. 

At this point, however, young 
Nixon came rushing back into 
the picture. 

Nixon has not been exactly idle 
since he became Vice President. 
He has been holding private 
breakfasts with new members of 
the House and Senate helping to 
get Gen. “Slick” Persons, Ike’s 
contact man with capitol hill, 
better acquainted. Persons has 
been out of tuch in recent years. 

Nixon also sent his close friend, 
Congressman Don Jackson of Cali- 
fornia, with mercurial Congress- 
man Harold Velde out to Califor- 
nia in order to keep Velde from 
blowing off steam. This helped the 
Administration. with the churches. 
Nixon also attends two White 
House meetings regularly each 


week—Cabinet sessions and the 
National Security Council—and 
he’s quite considerate in giving 
colleagues on Capitol Hill the 
general picture of what's hap- 
peing. 

He’s also been telling the White 
House that Ike will have to live 
with .McCarthy for some time, 
that it’s easier to catch flies with 
molasses, and that this is not the 
time to tangle. 

From this background, Nixon 
first helped arrange the lunch be- 
tween McCarthy and Secretary of 
State Dulles, then got the counsel 
for McCarthy’s committee, Fran- 
cis Flanagan, together with State 
Department attorneys one hour 
before the luncheon to draft a 
face-saving statement following 
the luncheon. 

At the Juncheon, Dulles com- 


pletely ignored a memo by his 
State Department advisers that 
McCarthy was acting illegally in 
negotiating with Greek ship- 
owners. 

NOTE—Eisenhower himself, 
meanwhile, has come around to a 
long-range ‘policy regarding Mc- 
Carthy. He believes he can’t af- 
ford to break with the Wisconsin 
troublemaker until he can first 
win over the Republican right- 
wing senators who invariably sup- 
port him. Once he has Taft safe- 
ly in his corner, also Senator 
Bridges of New Hampshire, pow- 
erful chairman of the Senate 
Appropriationse Committee, Ike 
feels he can afford to break with 
Jumping Joe. —

“I believe, nevertheless,” Tito 
said in a copyrighted interview 
in the magazine U.S. News & 
World Report, “that they will 
concentrate on Asia. If they come 
to the conclusion that it would 
be difficult to be successful both 
in Asia and Europe they might be 
inclined to cede a little ground in 
Europe but not in Asia.” 


A real easing of the cold war, 
he said, would be signaled by 
Russian willingness to unify Ger- 
many and agree to an Austrian 
peace treaty. 


Tito said Stalin permitted no 
authority but his own when he 
ruled Russia. This, he said, led 
to friction between Russia ard 
China, which he said can not tru- 
ly be called a satellite of the So- 
viet. 


With Stalin dead, Tito predict- 
ed a freer hand for China in Asia. 
He said the West should deal with 
China, not Russia, on Chinese 
matters. To deal with Moscow, he 
said, would hamper Western di- 
plomacy by wounding Chinese 
pride. 

The Kremlin's new policy, Tito 
said, shows Soviet leadership is 
spread about among several men 
in an attempt to “get out of the 
deadlock created in Stalin’s time.” 


“Whatever they say, whatever 


they write, the fact is that what 
they are trying to do is in itself 
a denial of Stalin’s whole policy 


up to this time,” Tito said. 


He said the thing for the West 
to do now is to “wait for a while 


and see how things develop in 
Moscow.” 

Tito said he would not call 
Malenkov “just a front-man,” but 
added he was certain that “these 
new men do not want to have all 


power concentrated in the hands 
of one of their number.” 


Asking the Soviets to join pre- 
sented certain very great political 
advantages abroad. Yet, if the 
Soviets accepted, they. could 
wreck the plan from within, Sec- 
retary of State George Marshall 
was puzzled and disturbed. Final. 


ly he called on his chief policy 
planner, George Kennan, for ad- 


vice. Without hesitation, Kennan 
advised Marshall to ask the Rus- 
sians to join. There was not, he 
said, the slightest chance that 
they would do so. 


Marshall decided to accept the 
risk—and the Kremlin’s violent 
refusal and savage disciplining of 
the Soviet satellites helped to 
solidify the West. This was one 
of this country’s first major post- 
war diplomatic victories. 


Predicted Czech Coup. 


There are many such examples 
of the extraordinary prescience 
which Kennan has repeatedly dis- 
played. Kennan also warned 
Marshall and others, for instance, 
that a strong Soviet reaction to 
the Marshall Plan was inevitable 
—and he said that this reaction 
seemed to him very likely to take 
the form of a Soviet-engineered 
coup in Czechoslovakia. Precise- 
ly this soon ensued. 


After the Inchon victory in 
Korea, as these reporters can per- 
sonally attest, Kennan was almost 
wholly alone in predicting flatly 
that either the Russians or the 
Chinese Communists would inter- 
vene openly if the United Nations 
offensive were pressed close to 
the Chinese-Soviet borders. 


More recently, when Kennan 
was American Ambassador in 
Moscow last summer, he reported 
in cables to the State Department 
the existence of a powerful inner 
group in the Soviet government, 
which favored a major change in 
tactics towards the West. He out- 
lined in substance precisely the 


Soviet regime has now introduced. 
This ability to sense beforehand 
the course the Kremlin is likely 
to adopt is not mere crystal gaz- 
ing. It derives from a lifetime 
of experience and study. Perhaps 
Kennan’s most enduring contribu- 
tion was his brilliant analysis of 
the nature of the Soviet’ state, 
contained in his now famous 8000- 
word cable from Moscow in 1946, 


This, remember, was still the 
time of the great illusion, when 
it was still fashionable (notably 
among those who now make a 
political living denouncing others 
for “softness towards Com- 
munism”) to regard the Soviet 
Union as a sort of awkward and 
overgrown, but loveable and 
good-hearted, democracy. In his 
long cable, which he sent as 
charge d’affaires of the Moscow 
embassy, Kennan warned that the 
Soviet government, “a conspir- 
acy within a conspiracy,” was 
“committed fanatically to the 
belief that there can be no per- 
manent modus vivendi with the 
United States.” He warned that 
this government wished to see 
“our traditional way of life de- 
stroyed,” and that it would seize 
any’ “opportunity of extending 
Soviet power.”

Missouri's legislators are raising a very serious 
problem for St, Louis. By their failure to pass 
permissive laws, they are undermining this city's 
financial position, impeding the efficient conduct 
of its affairs, and hampering its growth. 

Specific examples of current legislative hos- 
tility are the failure to re-authorize the earnings 
tax, to permit the city to provide off-street park- 
ing, to extend rent controls, and to introduce a 
system of unified school administration. 

Surely, state authority was never meant to 
curb local progress. Especially since St. Louis 
provides such a large part of the state’s revenues 
and gets so little in return, there is the danger 
of a growing resentment toward Jefferson City 
and an ever more insistent demand for a broader 


» measure of home rule. 


Part of the trouble lies in the failure of the 


_ city to send better representatives to the Legis- 
' Jature, men who would present a united front 
, in support of the city’s needs. But even a unified 

delegation would find it difficult to prevail on 


such an issue as the earnings tax. The trouble 
here is that outstate legislators fear to grant the 
City any great authority because other commu- 
nities, especially their own, might ask for the 
Tight to levy the same tax. 

These legislators point to Pennsylvania. There 
Philadelphia was allowed to impose an earnings 
tax, and now this levy has been adopted by 250 
other local governmental units. Well, why not? 
Surely, local voters should have the right to say 
how local revenues are to be raised to meet local 
expenses. Cities like St. Louis cannot go on and 
on raising real estate taxes and licensé fees. 

The earnings tax happens to be a much more 
equitable way of putting at least part of the 
cost of municipal facilities on all who use them 
instead of merely those who live within the 
unrealistic city limits. This is being recognized 
in many parts of the country, and it will have to 
be recognized in St. Louis. 

On such issues as off-street parking and rent 
controls, the legislators are paying more atten- 
tion to small pressure groups such as the pri- 
vate parking-lot operators than they are to the 
needs of the community as a whole. In much 
the same way, failure to authorize the unit sys- 
tem for the St. Louis schools shows more con- 
cern for a local political clique than for the 
city-wide educational system. 

The new City Administration will have to try 
to persuade the Legislature to give St. Louis 
enough elbow-room to manage its own affairs as 
best it can. If this is not granted, St. Louis will 
have no choice but to find an effective way of 
showing that it is tired of being treated as 
merely Missouri's well-to-do stepchild.

Unsalaried G.O.P. Chairman 


Judge Leonard Hall, the new Republican na- 
tional chairman, announced on taking office 
that he would not accept a salary from the 
party’s national committee, but would rely for 
income on his law firm at Oyster Bay, N.Y. 

In view of everything that has gone on with re- 
spect to national chairmen of both parties in 
recent years, it must be hoped that Judge Hall’s 


law firm does not come within gunshot of han- . 


dling Government business in any form. 

Ideally, a national chairman ought to receive 
a salary and ought to sever all private con- 
nections before he enters on his party duties. 
The same considerations which impelled Attor- 
ney General Herbert Brownell to withdraw from 
his law business on taking federal office apply 
in the case of a party chairman, for the chair- 
man can wield as much influence in the oper- 
ations of government as a cabinet member. 

Whether a party official follows this prin- 
ciple or not is up to him. Judge Hall has 
chosen not to follow it, and there can be little 
ground for criticism of his decision_ provided 
his law firm stays completely out of affairs 
touching the Federal Government. That is an 
important provision which in view of the Boyle, 
Gabrielson and Roberts precedents, no national 
chairman can afford to forget. 
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Night Court in St. Louis? 

Does St. Louis need a night traffic court? 
Would such a court be a convenience to the pub- 
lic by disposing of minor cases after the normal 
working. hours of most defendants? Would it 
suit the police, many of whom now must appear 
in court during their off-duty hours? And might 
this not lead to stricter law enforcement? 

Effective law enforcement is an essential ele- 
ment in the new master traffic control plan, 
which in turn is essential to the city’s future. 
Perhaps the Police Board and the City Admin- 
istration could jointly examine the feasibility of 
a device such as a night court to stimulate strict- 
er law enforcement and greater service to the 
public. Night courts have proved extremely use- 
ful in other cities. 
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Not the Last Word on Germany 

Of all the recent foreign visits to the White 
House that of Dr. Konrad Adenauer, chancellor 
of West Germany, was perhaps the most satis- 
factory. Here was a man of character and deter- 
mination who had. succeeded in guiding his 
country out of postwar chaos to a surprising 
level of stability and prosperity. He had done 
this despite the pressures from the East which 
made Germany the principal battleground of 
the cold war. And despite current pressures 
and the Hitlerian heritage, he had guided his 
government away from self-assertive nationalism 
toward a broad European outlook, 

It was not difficult for a man like Dr. Ade- 
nauer to assure President Eisenhower and Sec- 
retary of State Dulles that he believed in Ger- 
man participation in the European army and in 
the common defense of the free world. Nor 
was it difficult for them to promise American 
military aid through the European Defense 
Community, once the pending agreements are 
ratified. 

There is the blank spot in the picture. Ger- 
many has moved farther toward ratification than 
any other European nation, but that still is not 
very far. Realism demands recognition of the 
reluctance to go all the way—especially on the 
part of the French. It also demands recognition 
of the fact that this reluctance may be consider- 
ably increased by the current conciliatory ges- 
tures from the Kremlin. Indeed, the chief 
purpose of those gestures may be to prevent the 
final inclusion of Germany in the grand alliance 
of the West. 

These factors were duly considered in Wash- 
ington. The White House communique indicated 
that both Germans and Americans were wary 
of Russian overtures, The communique said 
that they would be convinced only by solid

Viereck, who has taught history at Har-

Lewis’s “Main Street,” as a symbol for the 
older, money-loving business man parrot, 

Gaylord Babbitt, his son, Viereck’s 
own invention, as a symbol for the new 
Babbitt, repeating the cliches of sterile 
liberal intellectualism. 

He finds the two kinds of Babbittry have 
much in common. 


“The essence of all Babbittry, senior or 
junior,” writes Viereck, “is stereotypes. The 
stereotypes of Babbitt Senior are the fol- 
lowing words and connotations: solid, reli- 
able, sound, businesslike, wholesome and 
knows-how-to-meet-a-payroll. Junior's stere- 
otyped words and connotations are: vital, 
dynamic, functional, unpuritanical, 
ward-looking, the masses and the common 
man.

SOVIET MOVES LINKED 
TO INTERNAL STRUGGLE 


Professor Says Malenkov Is 
Avoiding External Ventures 
to Consolidate Power. 


The Soviet Union's recent con- 
ciliatory moves in foreign policy 


are the result of the Malenkov | 


faction’s desire to avoid new ex- 
ternal ventures while it is consoli- 
dating its power, Prof. Merle 
Fainsod, director of political 
studies at the Harvard Russian 
Research Center, said here last 
night. 

Fainsod said there are indi- 
cations that Lavrenti P. Beria, 
head of the secret police, is more 
independent of the new Premier 
than earlier believed. “He has 
been strong enough to oust a Ma- 
lenkov man who was placed in 
the police organization,” Fainsod 
told an audience at Shaare Emeth 
Temple, 6830 Delmar boulevard, 
University City. 

Malenkov’s need to reduce his 
foreign problems until he is in 
full control of the government 
has a precedent in Stalin’s posi- 
tion in the 1920s, Fainsod re- 
marked. 

While Stalin had no _ single 
powerful rival for power; “he 
needed a long period of time and 
a series of purges in order to 
establish himself firmly,” Fainsod 
recalled. 

Fainsod, who also is chairman 
of Harvard's government de - 
ment, said that although ria 
should not be compared to’ Leon 
Trotsky, Stalin’s early competi- 
tor, his “semi-independent” posi- 
tion illustrates the difficulties 
facing Malenkov. 

“We have seen these sudden 
reversals of ‘the line’ many times 
in the past,” he continued, re- 
ferring to recent Russian actions. 
“It is a part of Soviet historical 
policy, the alternate tightening 
and relaxing of pressure on the 
outside world.” 


He said he could not predict 
how long the new policy would 
last, but suggested it might re- 
sult in a new version of the 
“popular front” movement of the 
1930s, especially in Asia, in which 
the Communists may work with 
other political groups to frus- 
trate the plans of democratic 
coalitions.

ELECTRICAL WORKERS 
BALA AT STRIKE GALL 


CIO Union President James 
B. Carey Rebuffed, Hooted 
at Mass Meeting. 


LYNN, Mass., April 13 (UP)— 
About 24,000 CIO electrical work- 
ers took a firm stand today 
against a strike at three General 
Electrical Co. plants in a rebuff 
to Union President James B. 
Carey. : 

Carey was hooted repeatedly at 
a mass meeting attended by more 
than 6000 members of Local 201 
of the International Union of 
Electrical Workers, representing 
about one-quarter of the member- 
ship. Whenever Carey tried to 


talk, union members. chanted, 
“Why don’t you resign?” 

A motion to call a strike vote 
before April 21 was tabled by 
voice vote without opposition and 
the members passed a resolution 
to co-operate with the rival in- 


idependent United Electrical Work- 


ers union in current negotiations 
with the huge electrical firm un- 
der a wage reopening clause. 

The CIO has demanded wage 
increases of 16 to 21 cents an hour 
while the company was said to 
have offered a 2.5 per cent cost 
of living increase. 

Leaders of the Lynn-Everett lo- 
cal warned fellow members that 
members of the UE, ejected from 
the CIO in 1948 for alleged Com- 
munist domination, might not join 
a CIO strike and work could sim- 
ply be transferred from struck 
plants to others which might be 
unaffected. 


TRIAL OF HERSCHEL YOUNG 
ON PERJURY CHARGES OPENS 


WASHINGTON, April 13 (AP) 
—Herschel Young, older brother 


of E. Merl Young, went on trial 
today on a five-count perjury in- 
dictment. He is accused of swear- 
ing falsely before a federal grand 
jury Sept. 20, 1951, in an in- 
vestigation of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation. 

The five charges grew out of 
his testimony that he never rep- 
resented anyone before the RFC. 
The grand jury charged that he 
represented several loan-seeking 
companies and also discussed the 
possibility of others obtaining 
loans. 

Merl Young, a key figure In a 
Senate Banking subcommittee in- 
vestigation of the government 
lending agency, was convicted 
March 31 on four charges of per- 
jury. He is scheduled to be sen- 
tenced April 30.

MINNESOTA CONVICTS SERVED 
FIRST FOOD SINCE OUTBREAK 


STILLWATER, Minn., April 13 
(AP)—For the first time in 48 
hours, food was served today to 
800 Stillwater state prison in- 
mates in two cellblocks damaged 
and littered in a weekend up- 
roar, 

The food—three sandwiches, 
cake, cookies, fruit and coffee— 
was the first since Saturday 
breakfast. At that time, the con- 
victs were locked in their cells 
and told they could not dictate 
terms of their imprisonment. In- 
mates staged a sitdown strike 
last Wednesday which resulted in 
firing of the prison chef. The 
uproar continued until late Sat- 
urday night and broke out in- 
termittently Sunday. 

This morning, Warden Edwin 
T. Swenson, who took the post 
only Saturday, told the prisoners 
over a radio loud speaker sys- 
tem “in order to be fed and get 
relief from the ‘present situa- 
tion . . . there is only one an- 
swer, You will show conclusively 
that you can conduct yourself 
properly.” 

Applause and then silente fol- 
lowed, Kitchen workers pushed 
carts full of hagged meals and 
coffee into the cellblocks, chilled 
by near-freezing air coming 
through broken windows.

If the cow had jumped over 
the moon or the Cardinals had 
thumped the Browns, develop- 
ments couldn’t have been more 


surprising than the scene that 
featured the city series won as 
usual by the St. Louis Americans 
~ Marty Marion in the role of an 
agitator, Eddie Stanky serving as 
a peacemaker. 

Baseball rhubarb sprouted early 
this spring at Busch Stadium, 
where yesterday the Browns beat 
the Redbirds again, 8 to 5. And 
in a near-fight that was sand- 
wiched between blood-stirring in- 
cidents—batters at one time were 
getting hit more often than they 
hit—the mild-mannered Marion 
Was an aggressor and the battling 
Stanky a pacifist. 

A shivering crowd of 6750 
hadn’t bargained for the uprising 
that took the early spotlight of 
a contest which gave the Browns, 
city champions since 1945, their 
first sweep of the St. Louis 
spring series in 12 years. 

Blow-by-Blow Picture. 

Here’s the buildup to the near 
blow-off: 

Harry (The Cat) Brecheen, the 
spunky former Redbird veteran, 
faced his old mates and former 
pupil, .Vinegar Bend Mizell, for 
the first time. Before and after 
he reached his peak as a pitcher. 
The Cat never was averse to 
dropping a hitter if he felt the 
batter was taking too firm a toe- 
hold. And while it’s quite likely 
he had no intention of nicking 
his long-time comrades, a curve 
swept in on Red Schoendienst in 
the first inning, plunking the Car- 
dinal second baseman on the legs, 
and a fast ball brushed Capt. Enos 
Slaughter in the second frame. 

Then in the second inning Bill 
Hunter, the aggressive young 
shortstop of the Browns, tried to 
score from first base on a double 
and, an easy out, barged hard 
into Catcher Rice, who was ‘seen 
to kick at the American League 
player as he recoiled from the 
impact. 

Marion, following his runner 
down from the third-base coach- 
ing box on the inning-ending out, 
advanced a few feet and jawed 
with Rice, who. started back 
toward ‘the Browns’ manager. 
Like a flash, Stanky, rushed from 
the first-base bench—the Cardi- 
nals were the visiting team— 
grabbed Rice and escorted him 
to the dugout. 

An inning later Mizell’s wild- 
ness—and the big kid seldom 
has been more horrible — de- 
veloped a strange twist. Ordinar- 
ily high and outside with his di- 
rectionless fast ball, Vinegar 
poured in a first pitch that 
knocked down lefthanded-hitting 
Vic Wertz, the Browns’ first bat- 
ter. The next pitch caught the 
slugger painfully in the right 


Just Like Tenpins. 

Bob Elliott, a righthanded hit- 
ter, was next up. Mizell’s first 
pitch decked him, too, and Mar- 
ion moved off the coachifg lines 
to protest to Plate Umpire Bill 
McKinley, an American League 
official. 

During this delay, Stanky went 
out to the mound to talk to Vine- 
gar Bend, whose control then 
improved a bit. Stanky’s explana- 
tion afterward was that he told 
Mizell that the pitcher was let- 
ting the ball go too soon in his 
delivery. 

The veteran Elliott, incidental- 
ly, flecked mud from the seat of 
his brand-new white uniform after 
being flattened and immediately 
socked a run-scoring double, one 
of his three hits. 

Wertz’s Side Bruised. 

At the suggestion of Trainer 
Bob Bauman, Wertz was taken 
out of the Browns’ lineup after 
he was hit. Examination disclosed 
a contusion of the flesh and slight 
hemorrhage but no rib. injury. 
And while the Brownie slugger 
will be sore and stiff, it was be- 
lieved likely he would be able to 
open the American League season 
tomorrow night here against his 
former Detroit teammates. 

Rice’s explanation of the base- 
path brush with Hunter was said 
to have been that the Browns’ 
shortstop kicked him first, an ac- 
tion that was not pvident to the 
pressbox. 

Marion, Pod later, said, 
“Billy is rough, all right. That’s 
the way he plays the game, but I 
resented it that Del kicked him 
and I said so. If he wanted to 
swing. okay, but not kick.

The higher alcoholic content stuff goes for 
export and the dollars needed to pay for American 
imports. A Washington banker visiting here re- 
marked at dinner, “I’ve had two double martinis 
and there is no effect whatever.” British bar- 
tenders are heavy-handed with the cheaper ver- 
mouth. One must still order a “double” or a 
“large” to get enough whisky to wet the bottom of 
the glass. The cost is equivalent to 70 cents. 


x * * 


BEFORE COMING HERE I had read how the 
British Government was catering to American tour- 
ists by issuing “export coupons” up to $500 worth 
to stimulate American buying in the United King- 
dom. These coupons can be turned in at the shops 
to cover the “purchase” or sales tax on higher 
priced goods. On some items this tax has been 
as high as 100 per cent. Most were reduced by 
last year’s budget legislation. 

The red tape required in getting these coupons 
make them hardly worth while. On a $30 purchase 
I saved less than $2. To get the coupons I had to 
go to a bank with my passport, wait 15 minutes 
while they were being computed and registered 
for my dollars.. Another 10 minutes was needed 
for the clerks to fill out the forms. I signed my 
name three times to insure that I wouldn't sell or 
give the stuff away. 

“It’s silly business,” the salesman observed. “It’s 
much too much trouble, isn’t it.” 

He said the coupons could be used more profit- 
ably on jewelry and leather goods.

BRITISH OFFICIALS are proud of their “securi- 
ty” checks at public buildings but to a Washington 
correspondent who, since the end of hostilities, has 
been barging in and out of Government buildings 
without showing a pass—except at the White House 
—the procedure appears over-cautious and over- 
staffed. 


Both at the British Foreign Office and the 
Treasury there were ubiquitous signs: “Passes must 
be shown.” Anyone without a pass is required to 
fill out a form giving his name, address, purpose 
of visit and with whom he had an appointment. 
He is escorted to the proper floor, where he is 
turned over to another guard, who in turn takes 
him to another guard who escorts him to an office 
and hands over part of the security slip. A secre- 
tary takes the slip to the prominent man. 

At the end of the meeting, the visitor is told 
how to get out of the building without an escort 
but must present the security slip at the entrance. 
Most of the guards are veterans, some with evident 
combat wounds. The system does provide employ- 
ment for many persons. 

In Washington, the security leaks have not been 
through visitors but by persons on the Government 
payroll.

Failure to concentrate is, nothing unusual in school, es- 
pecially among the younger pupils. Promotion, however, still 
has to be earned. In most instances this lack of concentra- 
tion actually means that the child's mind is wandering, not 
focussing on the task. Why? <.:.

CHILDREN DO PAY ATTENTION to that in which they 
are interested. Even adults find that they are more interested 
in something they have studied. The more they know about 
a subject, the greater their concentration. _ 

Pupils, the younger ones particularly, are engaged in learn- 
ing subjects about which they know little or nothing. There- 
fore, they must first learn the fundamentals of a task before 
it awakens their interest. The teacher’s duty is to teach the 
child something that will result in his being attentive, and 
thus make the lesson interesting. 

What happened to you grown-ups when you entered upon 
a new experience? You were probably doubtful, timid, fum- 
bling, and perhaps easily discouraged untit you learned more 
about the task. A child has no experience to guide him, and 
so is more timid—even frightened—and more easily discour- 
aged than you were, The teacher and parents—parents are 
also teachers—rmust help the child to learn for the greater 
his interest becomes, the more he will concentrate on the 
subject.

-A PUPIL is only able to concentrate—devote his whole 
attention to the subject—when he has acquired enough basic 
knowledge to grasp the meaning of what the teacher is talk- 
ing about. 

When a child is unable to concentrate, to me it means 
that he does not know enough about the matter to kindle his 
interest in it. Once that interest is aroused by learning even a 
little about the subject, his mind will no longer wander. 

Normal children can learn what is set down in the ordi- 
nary school courses, but they require teaching that inspires 
them to tackle the subject. Of course, some children need to 
be taught by a different approach. In the end, most of these 
youngsters not only learn to concentrate on that which. they 
are being taught, but they enjoy this ability to pay attention,

First-Aid Pointers 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


O you know exactly what to do if you walk into an acci- 
D dent scene?. Do you know the important first-aid points? 

Everyone needs to think this over periodically. Accidents 
happen suddenly—there’s no time to re-read the first-aid 
manual! 

First aid must not delay competent medical attention. 
It is strictly a stop-gap while the ambulance is on the way. 

Suppose a traffic accident happens before your eyes. 
What is the first thing to do: Run to the victims? No! First 
delegate a bystander to warn oncoming traffic, especially if 
the aceident occurs at a corner or on the bend of a road. 

x xk * 

OTHER SOURCES of danger in other kinds of accidents 
need immediate attention also, Check the risk of fire in 
motorcycle accidents, shut off the poisonous fumes or gas 
that have caused an accident, and guard exposed electric wires 
when necessary. 

After having taken a few seconds to detail bystanders 
to shut off the source of further danger, look over all the 
accident victims to see who needs help first. This means first 
checking all the injured for severe hemorrhage or asphyxia. 
While you are doing this, you should be covering the victims 
with blankets or coats to treat their shock. 

By this time you should also have detailed another by- 
stander to do two things: send for an ambulance and call 
the nearest hospital to expect emergency patients. 

x * * ’ 

IN CHECKING the injured to see who needs attention 
the most, don’t waste time kneeling at their heads and trying 
to restore consciousness. The victim may be bleeding pro- 
fusely. Stopping the hemorrhage is more important than 
restoring consciousness. 

Don’t move the injured, if possible. There may- be frac- 
tures that will be worsened by such movement. Treat frac- 
tures after you've stopped the bleeding. 

You can do this by simply applying as clean a cloth as 
possible folded into a pad over the bleeding wound and exert- 
ing pressure. If the bleeding continues, don’t take the pad 
away. Apply another pad over it and have a bystander, if 
there is one, continue the pressure. You then apply pressure 
with your thumb to the nearest pressure point above the 
wound. A chart of pressure points is in all first-aid manuals. 

Don’t fiddie with open wounds unless they are bleeding 
a lot. You will simply make the wound dirtier and more 
likely to become infected. 

Similarly with burns. 

x * * 

AS FOR FRACTURES, a good rule of thumb is that any 
tenderness along a bofie is a fracture until proven otherwise 
by X-ray. This is especially true with fractured fibulae near 
the ankle, small bones of the hands and feet, and even of the 
spine, Of course, you can’t find tender areas if the victim is 
unconscious. 

If it is absolutely necessary to move the injured before 
the ambulance arrives and there is any possibility of a frac- 
tured leg, you can use the good leg as a splint.’ Grasp the 
foot of the injured leg, pull smoothly but firmly and twist 
the foot so that it points up as it should. Keep pulling as 
you tie it to‘the good leg. Be sure the tie bandages don’t 
shut off the circulation in either leg. 

Remember also that extension (pulling on the foot of the 
injured leg) is not advisable when a compound fracture exists 
—when the bone ends stick out through‘the skin.

row when the gift shop in the 
lobby will be one year old. Appro- 
priately enough the birthday oc- 
curs during the week’ that has 
been set aside for city-wide trib- 
ute to volunteers in all St. Louis 
organizations, for the gift shop 
is a volunteer project with more 
than 100 women participating. 
Its first year has been so suc- 
cessful that it is moving from 
its cubbyhole position to larger 
quarters, and, although it was 
intended to be non-profit making 
in nature, its founders are be- 
ginning to consider uses for its 
profits. 

“We started our project as a 
service to patients and guests,” 
Mrs. Grayson Carroll, chairman, 
explains. “Before we knew it, 
we found ourselves in business.” 

None of the women in charge 
had ever had buying or selling ex- 
perience but they have learned 
from their venture and some of 
them now spend as much time 
on the shop as if they were op- 
erating a full-time business. The 
two buyers, Mrs. George Stecker 


and Mrs. Donald Twedell, recently 
took their first buying trip to the 
gift show in Chicago and now 
feel like veteran merchandisers. 

The stock of the shop which 
has increased from $200 to $2000 
worth, originally consisted of 
items to aid patients in the hos- 
pital. Magazines, cleansing tissues, 
toothpaste, stationery, and toilet 
articles made up the bulk of the 
merchandise, 
was e-panded to include cigar- 
ettes and cigars, cosmetics and 
candy. 

“I ordered 42 boxes of candy 
bars, 24 to a box for just one 
week recently,” Mrs. Twedell re- 
ported proudly. 

“And that was during Lent,”

SWEET at the end of the cling peach halves, one-fourth 


meal is enjoyed by almost 

every one. In the past few 
years, there has been a trend 
toward using fresh, canned or 
frozen fruit more often than elab- 
orate desserts. This cuts down 
the time of meal preparation, and 
it is most convenient to have a 
ready-made dessert on hand. 


There has been a noticeable im- 
provement in the flavor of the 
canned peaches available at the 
market. Some of this is owing 
to the fact that a machine which 
removes neatly the pits of the 
“clingstone” fruit has been per- 
fected. Our grandmothers in can- 
ning freestone peaches often put 
a pit in each jar in ordey that’ 
might add flavor to the fruit. 
They seldom chose clingstone 
peaches for canning umiess they 
were using them whole. 


It is a good idea to keep a few 
cans of fruit in the refrigerator 
if you have room for them, as 
most of us like the fruit chilled 
before service. While it needs 
no additional flavoring, we often 
like to add an extra touch, or 
perhaps to combine two fruits 
when we can make use of two 
cans in serving a number of per- 
sons. We also use the fruit in 
combination with cake and 
whipped cream for more elab- 
orate desserts.

One can blue plums, one can 


cup rum or sherry.

bine in serving dish. Add rum 
or sherry and chill. 
teaspoon almond extract and one- 
half teaspoon vanilla extract may 
replace the rum or sherry.
